Tur discovory of gold at Chofoo has 
caused singularly little exeitemont hero, 
People seom, indeod, Linrdly to realise 
tho fact. ‘There bas been no rush to 








the “diggings,” no baste to noquire land 
at the "Eetaaato port. Some fow Ea- 
Topeans have gono by twos and throos 





to tho district, and seom to be enraing 
2 fair livelibood. Wo boar little of 
‘them, except from an occasional travel- 


ler whom curiosity lends through the 
neighborhood; no consignments of gold 
Gust or muggets como to tho banks, 
It is amystary, in fact, what becomes of 
the precious metal thoy find; for find it 
they must, or thoy could not livo. Ttean 
only be assumed that thoy soll it to.the 
Chinese for food. By twos and threos, 
as we said before, discharged sailors, 
Toafers, quartor-mastors of coast steam- 
‘ers have drifted to the spot, until somo 
forty or fifty mon ato said to be digging 
and’ washing in various looses. 
‘Vehoment paper opposition is raised by 
the Mandasige, bat bore it ends, Tho 
guilt of mining is described, and the 
special wickedness of foreign miners is 
eularged on. Natives are warned from 
joining in the pursuit, or aiding those 
‘who do, A body of foreign drilled 

ops bas been sent to Chefoo from 
tsi; but at Chofoo they siny,show- 
ing no inclination to expel the intruders, 
though furnishing food for largo talle 
‘of deeds to come, to the local literati. 
‘And the minors find no greater difi- 
cealty in obtaining what they need than 
thoy did before Mandarin jealousy was 
awakened. Itis true the villagors are 
afraid to supply them openly; but they 
come at night with fowls, vegetables, 
eggs and meat, glad of the chanco of 50 
good a markt. “The only elfect of tho 
opposition, thus far, has been to isolate 




















foreigners. ‘Tho people aro friendly 
enough disposed, but dare nothelp them 
or sorvo thom as guides. Gentlemen 


who have been through the gold district 
with the avowed object of prospecting, 
havo failed through tho difficulty of 
obtaining labour. A few trombliy 
coctios wil sometimes bogin to dig at 
tn indicated spot, but tho slightest 
glimpso of an official hat sonds them 
Scamporing, and stops short tho re- 
searches, ‘No satisfctory, opinion ann 
ecousequontly bo yot hazardod as to tho 
likely yiold of * placer diggings.” Mon 
of meaus who would omploy Inbour 
cannot got foreign minors 
taro too few and too disinclined to spond. 
their timo on specalative rescarch of 
tho kind, Having no rosoureos to fall 
back on in easo of disappointment, they 
confino thomselves to washing for gold 
ust in tho bods of tho streams, It is 
said that thoy coutrivo thus to carn 
bout threo dollars a head, a day. As 
even tho Chineso aro allowed by their 
officials to indulgo in this luxary, it is 
easy to beliovo thoy cannot do'moro; 
for they aro working soil whieh bas 
probably boon already. searched; bat 
re-onrichod by the downpour of water 
from tho bills, Evory whore, traces of 
this erook washing aro to be soon; but 
no attempt seoms to havo heen at dig- 
ging, or quartz mining. Reports aro 
current of valuablo veins; ono of two 
inches squaro is said to exist at Pingtu, 
ut nono such havo beon soon, or au- 
thontientod. All that is absolutely 
known is that crook washing pays fuirly; 
and tho inforonco is clone that a matrix 
must exist, whenco this gold dust is 
washed down after overy showor. If 
ero in the neighborhood 
i instoad of Chefoo, it is 
likely tho number of oxplorors ‘would 
tbo moro numerous; but sailors eamnot 
800 thoir way to reach tho lucky spot 
from honeo, oven if thoy dosort thoir 
ships, It remains for tho ropatation 
‘of tho plaeo to becomo higher, and for 
‘an inflax of Australidns or Californians 
to sottio tho question of its woalth. Tn 
‘tho menntimo, it is said that somo 
minors aro turning thoir attontion to 
lead, as affording moro profitablo om- 
ployment. ‘Tho rielmoss of tho Shan- 
tung hills in this mineral has boon often 
assorted, and ono party of forciguers is 
said to bo now working on a rich aud 
easy yoin which yiolds them oro that 
thoy can soll at $22 a picul to tho Chi- 
nose, Ibis said to bo fnivly cropping 
ont of tho sido of tho hill, and to ncod 
only picking ont with tho axe. ‘Tho 
interesting question is, what will be 
tho upshot of theso discoveries. For

matters can hardly go dribbling on as 
now. Tho numbers of tho minor wil 
certainly incronse, and tho Chinoso 
Pil thon probably take fright and 
try to stop their ingress. At presont 
thoy soom inclined to wink at tho few 
‘mon who aro at work, rather than incur 
accontest. But if hundreds como in 
placo of tons, would thoy not try to 
act? Is it not tho duty of the Foreign 
Ministers to try to provent any such 
catastrophe, by pointing out how quiot- 
ly tho mon actually on the spot belinve, 
and by advising tho Chineso to legn- 
liso mining on torms which shall 
secure a legitimate revenuo to Govern- 
mont, and guarantes order among tho 
now population, ‘There is no doubt 
the chief dread of tho officials is dis- 
turbanco among assemblod numbors. 
Lat this foar bo removed, and a gront 
part of their objection to’ mining "will 
disapponr also, They must be shown 
how to make fire fight fro; how to use 
forcigners, or at lenst, a foreigu-drilled 
force, to control foreigners.

372,893 for wamo poriod of Inst year. Of 
Whito Shirtings 107,077 against 41,848. 
Of T-Cloths 607,700 against 73,281. Of 
Drills (English) 33,365 against 4,140. Of 
Camlets 40,921 against 26,482, OF Tron 
63,706 piculs against 17,923. OF Load 
(bigs) 95,820 piculs against 6,023, In 
Lastres, Turkey Reds, Spanish Stripes, 
Bron Cloths, Rico, Sugar, Hemp, tho 
quantities aro less than thoso of the com- 
parative period last year. Tis, 780,283 
vwero collected in Shanghat during tho 
quarter for imports, exports, and opium 
duties, and Tis. 69,289 for tonnago and 
transit dues,
